notified and arrangements made for joint inspection] ^ and 

vendor personnel. As a result of this joint inspection, the vendor 
agreed that the doors were indeed improperly packed and ar rangement s 
were made for the ret urn shipment to the vendors facility.^ 


c. Small Purchases Section Activites: On 31 July 1984 $68,000 
was d i spensed in Small Purchases to cover COD deliver ies.
